The proposal 
ef this amendment was practically the 
continuation of the debate which took 
place some days previously, arising out 
of the alleged employment of engineers 
who ere United States citizens, the pur- 
pose being to create prejudice against 
+he Grand Trunk Pacific company and 
thereby hamper its operations and dis- 
credit the Government. The amendment 
was supported by Messrs. Monk, Hugh- 
es, Clarke, Sproule, Smith (Wentworth) 
and Pringle, Conservatives; and was 
opposed by Messrs. Bourassa, McPher- 
son, Samphecll, Smith (Nanaimo), John- 

son (Care Breton), and the Minister of 

Justice. The amendment was defeated 
in a thin House by 2 vote of 86 to 

58. The small vote was accounted tor 

by the fact that 4 number of Maritime
